During the journey the victims are a 
prey to violent convulsions. Those who 
cannot undertake the journey perform 
the ceremony at home in a room hung 
with colored handkerchiefs or bits ot 
colored rags, and they dance, jump 
and scream as long as their strength 
lasts. 
Another traveler, who visited tne 


sacred well, says: 
"Sometimes it takes several days to 


cure them. The girl I saw was a hand- 
some peasant girl. Her hair, which 
was magnificent, fell over her like a 
cloak. She was sitting on a chair in 
front of the house, and was surrounded 
by a crowd of relatives and neighbors. I 
I asked what was the matter, and was 
told 'It is a tarantula.' The girl's heart 
was moving from side to side, as if lis- 
tening to something. In fact, an organ 
was heard approaching. Little by lit- 
tle, as the organ drew nearer, the girl 
rose from her seat and began to dance 
wildly. Then, when her strength was 
spent, she gave one long, loud cry and 
fell as if dead in her mother's arms. 


"The following day she danced again, 


and for over twelve hours, without 
ceasing, excepting for short intervals. 
The musicians engaged to keep the girl 
company were paid 10 francs each ror 
the day, and the family consisted only 
of poor peasants. 'But how can you 
afford this?' I asked the father ot the 
giri. 'Well,' he answered, 'it must ha 
done, otherwise our girl would die of 
the tarantula's poison. And you would 
not have us see our girl die before 6ur 
eyes for tbe sake of a few franrs? We 
must starve afterward, but our girl 
must have music to help her in her 
dance.' I always think of this poor girl 
at the approach of St. Paul's day." 


The real Singhalese devil dancers in 


Ceylon are ferocious and savage fel- 
lows. Their dances are revolting and 
horrible. But their profession Is popu- 
lar and affords a royal living for the 
jncn who go into it. There ia a super- 
stition among the Singhalese that when 
a man falls sick he is supposed to be 
afflicted by a devil. In order to rid him 
of the disease the devil danccrg are 
called in to propitiate the demon. Two 
or more of them go by night to the 
Rick man's house, In front of which A 
small, square Incloaure, about six feet 
high, has been made of granges and 
palm leaves. This answsr's 


chicken sinks into a sort of trance, 
which is a sign that the devil has ac- 
cepted the sacrifice, and is willing to 
pass from the man into the bird.

congress of zoology in London last 
week Prof. Haecket, in a paper on the

One might suppose the obstacles to, 


making good dry toast almost insur- 
mountable, so rarely is it accom-' 
jplished. The failure to do so centres 
in the drying, not iu the toasting pro- 
cess. 
It is perfectly simple, but re-j 


•quires intelligent attention, like auy 
lOther desirable; results in cooking..' 
'The drying must be slowly done and 
[never in a heat sufficient to change 
jthe color of the bread. 
After break- 


ifast cut some bread slices, lay them on 
M rack or stand them around the sides 
,of a dripping-pan, and place them in 
the warming-oven, if it is nnder the, 
large oven, when the heat is very 
'moderate. If there is fire a good part' 
,of the day (as in the ordinary kitchen)' 
,the slices will be just ready for toast-; 
•ing the next morning for breakfast. 
'Or bread may be more quickly dried| 
in an open baking-oven (the fire being 
federate}, or it may be placed in the' 
oven when the fire is dying down in' 
'the evening and the stove partially 
cool. 
Then the oven door may be 


closed, and the inorniug will uad tbJ 
slices unchanged iu color, but dry 
-through aud through. 
To toast, tb» 


ibest results are obtained by holding, 
the slices on a fork near enough live 
«joals to brown them, but not too 
Quickly. A toaster may be used, butj 
•there will be streaks from the wires., 
"Well-dried bread will toast 
more 


evenly and quickly than soft bread.; 
Kpver have your toast darker than a 
golden brown.—Woman's Home Com-
